Chief Magistrate.” It is always a. ‘good 
sign when Satan attacks God’s people: it 
is welcome evidence that God’s people are 
really hindering Satan.

Peter the Great’ Protestant. 


Christian leader who is farther from 
the character and claims of the Roman 
Catholic “Pope” than the apostle Peter. 
Yet the papal system is built on the view 
that Peter was the first Pope, or head of 


|‘ ALL history there is perhaps no 


the Church, that this headship was exer- 


cised as Bishop of Rome, and that each 
succeeding Bishop of Rome has been. the 
God-ordained head of the Church. 

But Peter was not the first Pope. He 
was the first great Protestant. The name 
“Protestant” was first given to the German 
princes who protested against the edict of 
the Catholic party at the diet of Spires 
in 1529; from this the churches that pro- 
tested against the errors of Rome received 
their honorable name. But the name is 
not merely negative. They were protesting 
against the departure from the faith by 
the Roman Catholic Church. But. they 
were protesting positively for the great 
standards of truth and righteousness, the 
pure Gospel that was preached by Peter 


and the other apostles. Where they dif-- 


fered from Rome, they were agrceing with 
Peter and his teaching. 

At one point there may be noted a real 
similarity between Peter and the Popes. 
Peter made many mistakes, and the Popes 
also have made many mistakes. But 
the mistakes and sins of Peter were all 
acknowledged and rebuked; and also they 
were forgiven and put away. The mistakes 
and sins of the Popes have been unac- 
knowledged and unrebuked, and many of 
their errors and monstrosities. remain to 
this day as part of what Rome claims is’ 
the deposit of truth. 

Peter was married, and his wife was a 
true helpmeet, traveling with him from 
place to place on his missionary journeys. 
Most of Peter’s successors among the Prot- 
estant ministers and elders are’ married to 
Christian women who are joined with them 
in the service. So it was with the’ bishops 
in the early church (i Tim. 3/2; Titus 
1:6). But the Popes, who claim to be 
successors of Peter, forced upon all clergy’ 
that celibacy which has been the’ mother of 
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widespread suffering and vice. Even Paul, 
whose words the Catholics take as. com- 
mending celibacy as a higher state of devo- 
tion to God, distinctly stated that he had a 
right to lead about a wife, just as Peter and 
the other apostles did (1 Cor. 9:5). Where 
is this right today in the Catholic Curch? 
There is, indeed, wisdom in the system of 
celibacy in such an empire as the Roman 
Catholic Church. No divic.1 allegiance 
is there,—an allegiance to the family and 
to the Pope. It is true that there were 
fearful abuses among the married clergy 
before celibacy prevailed, when they passed 
on to their families the places of influence 
and the gold that came pouring into the 
coffers af the church. But the whole sys- 
tem was so utterly opposed to everything 
designed by our Lord that it is not strange 
that the unnatural and unscriptural prac- 
tice of celibacy should be found adapted 
to it. 

“Silver and gold have I none,” said 
Peter, as he entered the Temple after 
Pentecost. Millions down through the 
ages could give the same testimony. But 
if there is one class of men that could 
not do so, it is the Popes of Rome. Their 
wealth, their earthly glory, their arrogance, 
their triple crown, all are far removed 
from the simplicity of this fisherman apos- 
tle, Simon Peter. It may be said that 
Peter’s poverty was natural when the 
church was in its weak beginning. But 
Simon Peter remained “supernaturally 
poor” throughout his life, because he, like 
the other apostles, was “poor, yet making 
many rich.” Money to Peter was “filthy 
lucre,” especially when the elders and of- 
ficers of the church exercised the oversight 
of the flock for the sake of money (1 Pet. 
5:2). In Mussolini’s “John Huss” he 
quotes von Bezhold: “The curia had be- 
come a gigantic money-making organiza- 
tion; the saying that in Rome everything 
was for sale was by no means an exagger- 
ation, for with money one could buy any- 
thing from the smallest prebend to a cardi- 
nal’s cap, and from permission to use butter 
on fast days even to absolution for murder 
and incest.” ‘ 

If Peter were the first Pope, it would 
mean that he was the first Bishop of Rome, 
that the Bishop of Rome was supreme, and 
that he passed on his supreme authority to 
the next bishop. There is no evidence from 
Scripture, nor proof from history that Peter 
ever was in Rome. However, some Prot- 
estant scholars believe that the tradition 
that he met his death in Rome is a trust- 
worthy one; but there is not the slightest 
evidence that Peter was ever the head of 
the church in Rome. Peter was the apostle 
to the circumcision, Paul the apostle to the 
Gentiles. After Peter took the lead in the 
founding of the Church, and in proclaiming 
the Gospel to Jews and Gentiles, the lead- 
ership in the Gentile world passed to Paul, 
and leadership in the Jerusalem Church 
passed to James. Peter becomes a humble 
evangelist, visiting the saints and preach- 
ing the Gospel, strengthening the brethren 
in a manner quite different from that of 
a Pope. Peter exhorts the elders of the 
church as a “fellow elder” (1 Pet. 5:1). 
He does speak of a Chief Shepherd, and 
that Shepherd is the Lord himself. 

There was one time in his life when 
Peter did have an ambition to be something 
like a Pope. He contended with the others 
as to who should be greatest. Our Lord 
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told them that among the Gentiles their 
great ones exercised authority one over 
the other, but that it should not be so 
among them. Peter after Pentecost learned 
this lesson. But the Roman Church has 
copied at every point the organization and 
the principle of that very Gentile empire 
which the Lord said was so different from 
the organization of his church (Matt. 20: 
25-28). 

Peter’s first Letter centers around the 
message of suffering under persecution. 
Peter and those early Christians knew what 
it was to be persecuted. They knew noth- 
ing of ~-hat it meant to persecute others. 
The Popes and the Catholic hierarchy asso- 
ciated wit’: them, have been the persecutors 
of the ages, slaying hundreds of thousands 
in their thirst for the blood of heretics. 
Think of the Spanish Inquisition that 
spread its terror over Europe for three 
hundred years. “In Spain alone 31,000 
persons were burnt alive, and 291,000 im- 
prisoned. It is estimated that in the six- 
teenth century no less than 900,000 Prot- 
estant martyrs laid down their lives for 
Christ.”2 The Roman Church boasts that 
it is semper eadem, “always the same,” and 
it is still the persecuting church wherever

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it has power. Peter was a Protestant, suf- 
fering persecution from the religious rulers 
of his day, who built their teaching on 
tradition, opposing the Scripture on which 
Peter stood. When these religious rulers 
charged Peter not to speak at all or teach 
in the name of Jesus, Peter protested: 
‘Whether it is right in the sight of God 
to hearken unto you rather than unto God, 
judge ye: for we cannot but speak the 
things which we saw and heard” (Acts 
4:19, 20). This is exactly what Luther 
said to thé false representatives of God in 
his day. As the successor of Peter, he 
spoke what God commanded, overthrowing 
the tradition of the Roman hierarchy. 
Peter in his teaching as well as in his 
practice strikes at the heart of the Roman 
superstition which calls itself Christian. In 
one verse he destroys two of the cardinal 
teachings of Romanism: “Ye also, as liv- 
ing stones, are built up a spiritual house, 
to be a holy priesthood, to offer up spir- 
itual sacrifices, acceptable to God through 
Jesus Christ” (1 Pet. 2:5). This teaches 
the priesthood of all believers (though not, 
of course, in the sense of priests to offer 
sacrifice ; there is one Priest, the Lord him- 
self), and leaves no room for a_ special 
priesthood to stand between the people and 
God. This priesthood, moreover, is to offer 
up spiritual sacrifices. Rome’s priests offer 
up a material sacrifice, which they call the 
Mass, teaching that this is the actual body

Did Judas See Confess Christ? 


An Ontario reader has written to Dr. 
McQuilkin asking further light on a state- 
ment in his lesson article on “Peter’s Great 
Confession,” in THe Sunpay _ ScHOOL 
Times for December 209, treating the les- 
son for January 13: 


I noted a statement that rather puzzled 
me and I wonder whether you would kindly 
enlighten me. You say, in connection with 
Peter’s confession in Luke 9: 20, “But he 
voiced the confession of all except Judas 
(cf. v. 21). Just what is the Scriptural 
proof that Judas did not join with the rest 
in making this confession? 


Dr’ McQuilkin’s reply - gives valuable 
Scriptural evidence that Peter’s confes- 


sion did not include Judas, and that Judas - 


never confessed Jesus as the Son of God 
or Lord. Dr. McQuilkin writes: 


I realize that it might be concluded that 
Judas did believe that Jesus was the Mes- 
siah when Peter made his great eonfession, 
but that later he turned from Him. But 
I believe that there are several reasons 
for the view that Peter “voiced the con- 
fession of all except Judas.” 


After the feeding of the. five thousand, 
when many. of the disciples turned back 
from following the Lord and when the 
Lord’s question to the disciples, “Will ye 
also go away?” brought forth Simon 
Peter’s great confession, “We believe and 
are sure that thou art that Christ, the 
Son of the living God,” Jesus spoke of 
Judas as “a devil” (John 6: 66-71). This 


seems to show that Judas was unregenerate 
from the beginning. 

Some consider it significant that at the 
Lord’s supper, when he predicted the be- 
trayal, the other disciples asked, “Lord, 
is it I?” but Judas asked, “Rabbi, is it I?” 
It is never recorded that. Judas called Jesus 
“Lord.” 

In any case, the proof that Judas did not 
join in the confession of Peter is that 
Peter’s confession was made in the power 
of the Holy Spirit. The Lord told Peter 
that flesh and blood had not revealed this 
unto him, but the Father who is in Heaven. 
This shows that the confession was more 
than a lip confession, It was a saving, 
heart-faith in Jesus as the Messiah and the 
Son of God. “No man can say, Jesus is 
Lord, but in the Holy Spirit.” Judas, 
therefore, never made the great confession. 

The Lord told Peter that he had ‘prayed 
for him that his faith should not fail. It 


is not recorded that he prayed for Judas. © 


Evidently Judas did not have this faith 
that Peter had. So our Lord directly told 
the disciples that they were not all clean, 
referring to the fact that the heart of Judas 
was unchanged. Even after Judas realized 
he had betrayed. innocent blood, there was 
not a realization that Jesus was the Christ, 
the Son of the living God, else he would 
have turned to him for forgiveness and 
cleansing as Peter did. ; 

It would appear, then, that both before 


and after Satan entered into Judas and led ° 


him to his awful crime, he was without 
that Spirit-created faith in Christ as God 
his Saviour.

A Letter from 
Dr. J. Gresham Machen 


Ever since I listened to your ad- 
dress last Thursday night I have been 
trying to put into words something 
of what my feeling was in listening 
to it. I felt that the delivery of that 
address was one of the most impor- 
tant events in the recent history of 
the Church. A great issue is now pre- 
sented to the Church. And it is an 
issue that does not affect any one 
ecclesiastical body, but is of the pro- 
foundest interest to the true believers 
in Christ in the whole world. 


Publication of your address would 
give untold comfort to Christian peo- 
ple throughout the world who have 
been longing for just such an utter- 
ance. There are many who are under 
this Modernist tyranny, with its effort 
to conceal the real issue. 


It does seem to me that real pos- 
sibilities of great revival lie in this 
thing. The hearts of people will be 
stirred if that address is published; 
there will be earnest prayer; and I do 
believe that, as a result of its publi- 
cation, with the blessing of God, pre- 
cious souls will be saved: 


A member of the Episcopal Church 
told me that, after listening to that 
address of yours, another person in 
that Church had said to her what a 
splendid thing if this same issue could 
be raised in that communion. That 
seems to me to be typical. If we 
raise this issue aright and are not 
afraid to testify against Modernism 
and in favor of the Gospel in the Pres- 
byterian Church, you are going to find 
that many people in many churches 
may be likely to do the same thing. 
On the contrary, if we cover this issue 
up, then other churches are going to 
continue to sleep in the deadly indif- 
ferentism in which they are now 
bound. Really, it does seem to me 
that you have a truly ecumenical op- 
portunity just now. 
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of -Revelation, spoke on “Christian Liberty 
in Giving,” and said: 

“There never would have been an Inde- 

pendent Board for Presbyterian Foreign 
Missions had the members of the official 
Board held true to. the Confession of 
Faith and to the Word of God. It is be- 
cause they have been untrue, in temporizing 
with Modernism, in literature, in union, and 
in the examination of candidates and the 
support of unsound enterprises and mission- 
aries, that the present ‘issues are before 
us. 
Dr. Gordon H. Clark, Instructor in Phi- 
losophy at the University of Pennsylvania, 
spoke on “The Auburn Heresy.” He. 
showed the meaning of the sinister and 
antichristian document called the Auburn 
Affirmation, which has been signed by some 
1,300 Presbyterian ministers, including mis- 
sionaries and members of the Foreign 
Mission Board. One of his ringing decla- 
rations was this: “We did not begin this 
fight, but, please God, we'll finish it.” 

Such facts gave that Mass Meeting of last 
month a.vast and incalculable importance. 
Those attending. the meeting were. tense 
with expectancy and deep conviction. Feel- 
ings deepened as the meeting continued. . 
The congregation attending it can never 
forget what they heard and experienced , 
that night, nor can the great unseen audi- , 
ence that was “listening in.” 

It is because of these considerations that. 
THe Sunpay ScuHoot Times will. publish, , 
next week, the full address delivered at 
that meeting by Dr. Trumbull, in the hope 
that the Church at large may be informed, 
awakened, and prepared for whatever 
God’s leading may prove to be.

Your. father has 
just brought it from the bazaar.” 

The baby looked up at her mother’s 
voice and laughed, but no answering light 
came into the dark eyes as the bright toy 
was rolled across the mud floor, and her 
arms did not reach out to take it. 

“Mother’s precious, don’t you see it? 
Take it, Father brought it for you.” 

The baby smiled, and, asthe ball was 
placed in her hands, played with it happily, 
until it soon slipped out of her grasp. She 
made no effort to retrieve it, though she 
could scuttle around fast enough on her 
hands and knees. It was when she had 
nearly bumped into the fireplace where 
the evening meal was cooking that the In- 
dian mother caught her up into her arms. 

“My little one, is it true what they have 
been telling me? Can’t you see?” 

The next day little Mary was brought 
in her mother’s arms to the missionary 
doctor, Miss Sahiba, who had been called 
from a distant city to see a sick mission- 
ary. Carefully the doctor examined the 
dark eyes. There seemed to be nothing 
wrong externally. Beautiful, big brown 
eyes they were, like those of every other 
Indian child, except that these were clean 
eyes, not covered with flies, as were so 
many others. There seemed, however, to 
be no response to light, or to any object 
brought to the baby’s attention. Reluctantly 
the doctor shook her head and told the 
anxious: mother the truth. Little Mary 
was blind, and nothing could be done to 
give her sight. Later, however, when she 
was of school age, the doctor could ar- 
range that she be sent to a Christian school 
for the blind. 


HE was a.Christian mother, the wife of 

an Indian village pastor, and had learned 
to trust God even in sore triai. Poor they 
were, and often the meals were scanty, 
but God had not failed them yet. Would 
he not also provide for this helpless little 
one, their only child, who was as precious 
to him as to themselves? Before going 
to rest that night the father read the won- 
derful story of Jesus’ giving sight to the 
man born blind. Then kneeling, he prayed: 
“Oh, our Father, we are thy children, 
and this our child is a gift from thee. 
Look upon her in tender pity and take 
care of her, and, if it is not thy will that 
she be given sight, open, we pray thee, 
the eyes of her heart, that she may learn 
to see thee. For the sake of Christ Jesus, 
thy Son. Amen.” 

During the terrible influenza epidemic 
the missionary was called one day to little 
blind Mary’s home. Worn out with caring 
for his suffering flock, her father had suc- 
cumbed to the disease, and now her 
mother, too, was stricken. Realizing she 
would not recover, she committed her 
precious little girl to the missionary, with 
the request that she be sent to the doctor 
who had promised to send her to school.

So it was that little three-year-old blind 
Mary caine to our hospital in North India. 
For the rest of her life she knew no 
other home. The nurses loved her, and 
cared for her lovingly. The patients 
smiled when she came near, bringing her 
gifts of jasmine flowers. Day after day 
she would sit quietly in the dispensary, with 
those who waited patiently for treatment, 
and listen tc the Bible woman as she told 
about the Great Physician who once lived 
among men. Especially did she love. to 
sing with the Indian nurses and Bible 
woman and the doctor the Psalms set to 
Punjabi tunes. Her sweet, clear treble 
could be heard above them all, and when 
the doctor would come after the day’s 
work was done to have evening prayers 
with the staff, Mary would snuggle up 
close and whisper, “Sing it again, that one 
—you know — ‘Lord, hear me in my afflic- 
tion.”’” It must have been the tune that 
appealed to her. She seemed too little, 
wee Mary, to understand how well David’s 
cry applied to her. 


OME hundreds of miles away from our 

hospital, nestled among the lower hills of 
the Himalayas, is the beautiful little town 
where Christian people have established a 
school for blind children. True, the beauty 
of the mountain sunsets and the grandeur 
of the everlasting hills cannot be appre- 
ciated by those whose eyes are sightless, 
yet among those who come here to learn 
are many who can see, with perhaps a 
clearer vision than most of us, Him who 
is invisible. Mary was one of these. 
loved to go to school, even though it meant 
leaving for months at a time her hospital 
home and her loved ones there. Once 
when asked who her people were, she re- 
plied: “My people? My people are the 
Doctor Miss Sahiba, and the nurses at the 
hospital. They are all the people I have.” 
She was an affectionate child, and loved 
them dearly, yet she was willing to leave 
them and go to a school where she would be 
taught to read the stories the Bible woman 
told. Often she would tell us: “I am go- 
ing to school for years and years, then I 
am coming back to be Bible woman at the 
hospital.” 


OW fast she learned, too! During her 

long vacations from school she used to 
be a member of my class of Juniors. Such 
a motley group it was—the pastor’s and 
headmaster’s children, always spick and 
span, and ready to take part in the meet- 
ings; Yaqub, a Christian boy from the out- 
caste sweepers, extremely proud of the 
gilt-edged Bible he had won as a prize in 
school; Samuel, his younger brother, ready 
for mischief; a few ragamuffins from the 
street, ignorant alike of discipline and clean 
garments. Our meetings were often held 
under the churchyard trees, and it was 
hard sometimes to be oblivious to the 
chickens, lately escaped from the pastor’s 
near-by yard, or to the green parrots, 
noisily chattering in the rafters of the 


She. 


porch, or to the doctor’s dog, vigorously 
barking just over the wall. Only Mary 
sat quietly through it all. 

“We should be quiet in God’s service,” 
she would say. 

No one in the class could repeat more 
Bible verses, or tell more Bible stories, 
or pray more earnestly and simply. It 
was in singing, however, she excelled. She 
had memorized many songs of praise, and 
sang them with her whole heart, and we 
needed no other leader when Mary was 
present, 


T WAS a joy to her when she could read 

the Word in Braille. Once, on returning 
from school, she had to wait a few hours 
at our house till she could be taken over 
to the hospital. I was busy with various 
duties and could not devote much time to 
the child, and finally, growing tired of 
playing with her doll, she came to me with 
the request: 

“May I open my box?” 

“Why, yes, Mary,” I replied, “what do 
you want to get out of your box?” 

“Oh,” she answered, “I have a new book 
I’d like to read. It’s the most interesting 
book I ever read.” 

So we opened the box, containing her 
few earthly possessions, and under the neat 
piles of clothing, carefully wrapped in a 
cloth, we found the book. 

“What is it, Mary?” I asked. 

And Mary gave the astounding reply, 
“The Epistle of Paul to the Galatians.” 

What little eight-year-old girl in Chris- 
tian America, I wondered, to say nothing 
of us who are older would find Paul’s 
Letter to the Galatians the most interest- 
ing book we had read! 


ET Mary was not an unnaturally solemn 

or pious child. True, she was quieter 
than most children, partly because, on ac- 
count of her blindness, she could not enter 
into many of their games. But in school 
she played with the others, and thoroughly 
enjoyed the fun. Indeed, she was an un- 
usually happy child—I think her happi- 
ness was a gift from God. 

When Mary was. about fourteen years 
old she completed her course of instruction 
at school and came back to the hospital 
to live, and to fulfill her constant dream 
of becoming a Bible woman there. Day 
after day she sat in the dispensary, her 
sensitive fingers moving over the pages of 
her large Braille Bible, as she read to the 
patients. Most of them, illiterate as they 
were, thought it a marvelous thing to be 
able to read at all, but to read without 
eyes —that was indeed a miracle! How 
they listened to her, and how they loved 
to hear her sing! Only eternity can re- 
veal how many Hindu and Mohammedan 
hearts were touched by the Gospel, as 
read and sung by blind Mary. 

In the spring our Christian Indian women 
gather for their Presbyterial. meetings. 
To one of these the missionaries asked that 
Mary might come, to help in the service 
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of song. A large tent had been pitched, 
to accommodate the crowds who came, and 
at the evening service Bible picture slides 
were being shown. A missionary. was ex- 
plaining each picture as it came, telling 
the story of our Lord Jesus Christ, his 
loving ministry to sinful men, his unspeak- 
able love in dying that we might be. saved 
from sin. After the picture of Christ on 
the cross had been shown; Mary. rose,. her 
sightless eyes lifted as though she saw 
the glory of Heaven, and sang, with strik- 
ing sympathy and sweetness: 

“Were you there when they crucified 
my Lord?” 

The missionaries said they had seldom 
seen an audience so visibly affected. There 
were few dry eyes among the women; 
many openly wept, as they were given a 
new vision of the marvelous condescension 
of our Lord to us, sinners, and of what we 
owe him. 
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It was, I think, Mary’s last public serv- 
ice on earth. Only a short time later word 
came that after a brief illness of fever 
blind Mary had fallen asleep, to waken in 
Heaven. Who of us could begrudge her 
the gift of sight thus: bestowed! Truly, 
she who “endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible”. would count it the greatest re- 
ward and joy to see “the King in his 
beauty,” himself ! 

The jasmine still grows in the courtyard 
of our old hospital, its penetrating sweet- 
ness permeating even the pain-darkened 
ward; but its fragrance is no sweeter than 
the memory of little blind Mary, who used 
her gifts for the Lord—as a child by 
sharing her gift of happiness with others; 
when older by using (dare we say it?) her 
gift of blindness to bring to many sin- 
dimmed eyes, by word, and song, and life, 
a vision of the Lord Jesus Christ.

How | Came to Believe 
in Christ's Return

W HILE studying the Bible synthetically 
under Dr. James M. Gray, at that time 
Dean of Moody Bible Institute, Chicago, 
and while considering the great doctrines 
of the Word of God as presented by Dr. 
William Evans, then an instructor in the 
same institution, I came to accept the pre- 
millennial view of the Lord’s return -to 
this earth, 

Before I came in contact with these men, 
the little knowledge I had of.the Bible was 
‘colored by that interpretation of future 
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events known as postmillennialism. But 
while my theology was according to this 
view, yet I had great difficulty in recon- 
ciling it with the way the world was going, 
with the rapid increase in the population 
of the heathen world, and with the appall- 
ing fact that there were more heathen in 
the world then than there were when the 
Gospel was first preached on the day of 
Pentecost. 

When, through the teaching of Dr. Gray 
and Dr. Evans, I came to learn the purpose 
of God for this age, and the distinction 
between the Church and the Kingdom, my 
difficulty vanished away. Before that time 
the Bible was a confused mixture of his- 
tory, prophecy, and poetry. It seemed to 
me that it had no order, no classification, 
no plan. I could find no one who could 
reconcile with the postmillennial teaching 
the Olivet Discourse and the parables of 
the thirteenth chapter of Matthew, espe- 
cially the one about the wheat and the 
tares. Through the instruction of these 
Christian ministers I came to see that the 
Bible does have an order, a classification, 
and a plan; that it is a perfect whole; and 
that it reveals God’s eternal purpose, which 
he is working out, even as the Scriptures 
declare. tdi 

Thank God for the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute and such men as these who are point- 
ing young men and women to our crucified, 
risen, ascended, interceding, and soon-com- 
ing Lord!

of Christ, and when elevated by the priest 
is a repetition of the sacrifice of Christ. 
Christ’s atonement is the sacrifice offered 
once fer all, never to be repeated. Thus 
Peter taught; thus Protestants believe. 
Rome calls the repeated sacrifice of the 
Mass “the bloodless sacrifice”; but without 
the shedding of blood there is no remission 
of sin (Heb. 9: 22). . 

There is but one statement concerning 
Peter that could even seem to give sem- 
blance to the teaching of his primacy. 
“Thou art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build my church” (Matt. 16:18). Our 
Lord himself is the chief corner stone, and 
Peter and the other apostles were founda- 
tion stones of the building (Eph. 2:20). 
Even if the rock referred to is Peter, in 
his capacity as a believer, there is no sup- 
port for the claim of Rome that Peter 
alone is the foundation, nor that he was the 
vicar of Christ and sovereign over all 
Christiaus, nor that he exercised his author- 
ity as Bishop of Rome, nor. that the Bishop 
of Rome had primacy, nor that he passed 
on such authority to others. 

There are abundant explanations in his- 
tory for the growth of the dogmas of the 
Roman Church. But a careful study of 
Peter’s life and writings give no encour- 
agement to connect him with this great 
structure, which devoted Christians who 
have studied it elosely have called “the 
Masterpiece of Satan.”

“es my son, thy father has vexed 
the spirit of hot-cold sickness and 
is being punished this morning, so thou 
must go to the forest and get him a coco- 
nut. I dare not leave him, for the fever 
makes him so wild.” 

“T will go,” said Banga, who liked climb- 
ing trees better than anything else. He 
was so clever at it that he was often care- 
less, and when other boys dared him he 
would not mind what risks he took. He 
was quite a hero in the eyes of the others,

Thunderclouds rising from Germany and Rome 
over the horizon of Protestantism

The Land of Israel 


T IS extraordinary how rapidly Israel’s 
| Land is rising from its ashes. ‘“Pales- 

tine,” Israel Cohen, secretary of the 
World Zionist Organization, writes in The 
Fortnightly Review (Jan., 1035), “has 
made much greater advances in the last 
fifteen years than during the preceding fif- 
teen centuries. Since the country came 
under the control of the Mandatory Power 
the total population has increased from 
662,000 to about 1,250,000—a rate of 
growth in so short a period that is probably 
without parallel in any part of the world. 
The present Jewish population, 300,000, is 
five times as great as it was in 1919. In 
1932 there were 727 immigrants possessing 
at least £1,000 each on landing, with a 
total capital of £3,250,000; in 1933 the 
number was 3,250, with a total capital 
of .£7,000,000; while the year 10934 will 
show a still higher record, as in the first 
eight months there was already an importa- 
tion of £10,000,000.”

° The Worship of the Virgin 


N “ABOMINATION?” is one of God’s 
technical terms for idols and idolatries 
(2 Kings 23:13); and before the Advent 
the Church of Rome will hold forth “a 
golden cup ... full of abominations” (Rev. 

The “Sodality of Our Lady,” 
founded by the Jesuits in A. D,. 1563, an 
association “to foster an ardent devotion, 
reverence, and filial love towards the 
Blessed Virgin,” now numbers 7,000,000 
members throughout the world, banded to- 
gether in 50,000 “sodalities.”

German Missions 
Beg Church in Germany reveals itself 
as the cradle of the Higher Criticism by 
the poverty of its missionary effort when 
judged by its numbers — 40,000,000 mem- 
bers. There are (according to The Mis- 
sionary Review of the World) 1,571 Prot- 
estant missionaries and 3,673 Catholic 
German missionaries. This means that the 
Catholics send out two and a half times 
as many workers, although they are numer- 
ically only one-half as strong as the Prot- 
estants. 
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> Missionary Peril 

ND now the entire output is threatened 

with destruction. “The whole work 
of German missions all over the world,” 
says the Archbishop of Canterbury (Times, 
Jan. 24, 1935), “is in danger of complete 
collapse; and there is great danger to the 
whole cause of Christianity throughout the 
world if there are large communities of 
Christians left derelict without ministry 
and without. superintendence.” Under the 
regulations of the Third Reich scarcely 
any money is allowed to cross the frontier ; 


and that no exception is made for the work 
of the Gospel betrays the latent hostility 
which threatens the very existence of 
Christianity in Germany. The contribution 
to German Missions amounts to £330,000 
a year, £230,000 of which is spent on the 
salaries of the missionaries: last Novem- 
ber only £700 was allowed to cross the 
frontier, and in December nothing at all. 
Doubtless a main reason of “no exemption” 
is that the missionaries have joined up with 
the Confessional Church, and not with the 
“German Christians.”

Austria 


"PSHE situation in Austria,” says Dr. 

Adolf Keller, “is alarming.’ The 
legal status of the 300,000 Protestants of 
Austria has hitherto been the patent 
granted them in 1861 by the Emperor 
Francis Joseph and the inter-confessional 
law of 1868, by which they enjoyed not 
only tolerance but practically freedom an: 
equality of rights. The present Govern- 
ment is openly shaping State policy on the 
encyclical letter of the Pope, and this 
Romeward drift is aggravated by a move- 
ment which has brought 20,000 members 
into the Evangelical Church, six or seven 
thousand of whom are from the Roman 
Church. Illegal government restrictions 
have now been made which make conver- 
sions almost impossible, accompanied by 
searches, arrests, and threats. 


Devitalized Protestantism 


HE heart is going ouf of Protestantism 

in general, and this means the re-tri- 
umph of Rome. “Most Protestants,” says 
Professor C. J. Cadoux, with warm ap- 
proval, “reject Biblical inerrancy. Yet 
Biblical inerrancy was firmly believed in 
by virtually the whole Church throughout 
seventeen centuries.” Wilfred Ward, the 
great Tractarian of nearly a century ago, 
foresaw the issue. His daughter says that 
“he believed that Atheism was eating into 
the very roots of human life and society; 
all Christians, all Theists should co-oper- 
ate against it; Protestantism was no longer 
to be regarded as a rival, for the days of 
its great vitality were over; yet it might 
retain sufficient vitality to co-operate with 
the Church in this new and immeasurably 
more serious conflict.” Devitalized Prot- 
estantism that does not become infidel will 
be reabsorbed into Rome,

Modernism 
HE shortsightedness of the Modernist 
is a tragedy which he will bitterly re- 
gret in eternity. The thoroughgoing Athe- 
ist sees further, for he has already trodden 


the road. England’s outstanding infidel of 
the nineteenth century, Charles Bradlaugh, 





reveals (as The Evangelical Christian. of 
Toronto reminds us) the sad, sad journey. 
He wrote: “The Christian theory is that 
Adam, the common father of the whole 
human race, sinned, and that by his sin 
he dragged down all his posterity to a 
state from which redemption was needed; 
and that Jesus is, and was, the Redeemer, 
by whom all mankind are and were saved 
from the consequences of the fall of Adam. 
But if the account of the Fall be mythical, 
not historical; if Adam and Eve — suppos- 
ing them to have ever existed — were pre- 
ceded on the earth by many nations and 
empires, then the whole hypothesis of fall 
and redemption is dissipated. Reject Adam, 
and you cannot accept Jesus. Refuse to 
believe Genesis, and you cannot give cre- 
dence to Matthew, Mark, Luke, John, and 
Paul. The Old and New Testaments are 
so connected together. that to dissolve the 
union is to destroy the system. The ac- 
count of the Creation and Fall of Man is 
the foundation stone of the Christian 
Church. If this stone be rotten, the super- 
structure cannot be: stable.”

Evolution 


UT Science is now dubious of Evolution, 

“No critic,’ says the London Daily 
Telegraph, “can question the right of Sir 
Ambrose Fleming, O.M., to command our 
attention for his opinions on the ultimate 
mysteries of existence. . . . Through a 
lifetime of scientific research he has been 
honoured and crowned by his peers in sci- 
ence.” 

And what is the judgment of Sir Am- 
brose Fleming on Evolution? On January 
14 he thus addressed the London Victoria 
Institute : 

“The Biblical account of. man’s origin 
may not be altogether free from difficulties, 
but it is much more in touch with fact 
than an unproved assumption of a gradual 
stage-by-stage, spontaneous, automatic ad- 
vance from a wholly animal form of life. 

“If we take the slowest of the rates of 
increase of population, say, doubling in 
300 years, it is possible to show that in 
9,000 years a single pair of human beings 
could multiply into 1,000,000,000 pairs of 
human beings. 

“If prehistoric man had anything like 
this rate of procreation, and had been liv- 
ing on the earth for any period like ten 
millenniums he would have multiplied to 
an extent to fill up nearly the whole known 
world. Yet where are the remains of such 
a vast population? All that has been found 
are a few dozen skulls and skeletons, mostly 
in isolated and widely .separated places. 

“Surely that fact alone is sufficient to. 
rule out these great ages thus assumed for 
these few human or semi-human remains, All 
the facts are much more consistent with 
the Biblical account and a post-glacial date 
for the Creation of Mankind.”

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
HE thirteen lessons on the life and 
_ ff. letters of Peter open with the great 
; message of John the Baptist to his 
disciples as he saw Jesus coming to him: 
“Behold the Lamb of God!” (John 1: 29, 
36) and closes with the last verse of 
Peter’s second letter: “Grow in grace, 
and in the knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” Peter’s new life 
‘began where ours begins, by beholding the 
Lamb of God, who takes away our sin. 
The story. of Peter’s life and letters is 
the, story of his progress in the grace and 
the knowledge of his Lord and Saviour. 


The Historical Setting 

The events of the quarter’s lessons cover 
a period of about forty years, from the 
autumn of A. D. 26, which we have reck- 
oned as the date. of the first call of Peter 
and the other disciples, till about A. D. 
66, when Peter wrote his second letter, 
shortly before his death. The last men- 
tion of Peter in the history of the Acts 
is at the Jerusalem Council, about A. D. 50. 


Verse by Verse 


1 Peter 5:6—Humble yourselves there- 
fore. Because God resists the proud but 
gives grace to the humble (v. 5), as Peter 
knew from sad and also glad experience. 
Humility is one of the central messages of 
the Letter, as of the life of Peter, Under 
the mighty hand of God. The primary 
reference seems to be to affliction. 

Verse 7—Casting all your care upon 
him. Being anxious in nothing (cf. Psa. 
22:10; 37:5; 55:22; Luke 12:22, 37; 
Phil. 4:6).

We are saved by grace, 
and that calls for “all diligence” on our 
part (1:5). Be found of him. Rather, “in 
his sight”; that is, when the Lord Jesus 
comes personally.

was led by Satan into the great -denial, 
because he did not heed the message of the 
Cross nor the lesson in lowly service; self- 
confidence, pride, boasting, prayerlessness, 
heedlessness possessed his heart. Are we 
following the Lord afar off, preparing for 
a fall? Are we watching and praying? 


5. Peter’s faith in Christ and love for 
Christ did not fail, because Christ did not 
fail in love and prayer for Peter. 
Peter’s restoration was not only for- 
giveness and renewed fellowship, but 
a commission to the highest ambas- 
sadorship on earth. Have we answered 
that personal question: “Lovest thou me?” 
Have we followed his command: “Follow 
thou me’? 


6. Peter, fisher of men, preached Christ 
crucified and risen, and saw three thou- 
sand souls convicted and regenerated by 
the Holy Spirit, and baptized into the Body 
of Christ. Are we true witnesses of the 
resurrection? Do our lives and words con- 
vict of sin and reveal Christ? 


7. The fruit of the Spirit is self-control, 
subjection to-authority, separation from the 
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world; Peter of Pentecost teaches good 
citizenship for sojourners and pilgrims. 
Are we: conquering the lusts of the flesh 
by being filled with ‘the Spirit? Are we 
good citizens? 


8. The Peter who preached with power 
healed the lame man by the same power 
of the Lord Jesus; this first miracle re- 
sulted in joy, then persecution, then fur- 
ther joy, proclamation of the Gospel and 
salvation of souls: What do we have of 
the manifold grace of Christ? What are 
we giving to others? 


9. Peter, cleansed and filled with the 
Holy Spirit, hates falsehood, which at- 
tacks the infant Church through Ananias 
and Sapphira, through the Jewish Council, 
through Simon the sorcerer, Have we put 
away all lying? Do we love money, or 
praise, or earthly honor? 

10. The Lord who gave Peter “the keys” 
directed him in miracles of guidance to use 
them to open wide the doors of the King- 
dom to the Gentiles, who must be saved 
(like the Jews) by grace through faith. 
Are we living by grace? How much are 
we doing to take the Gospel to the mil- 
lions who have never heard? 

11. James was martyred, “delivered” into 
the very presence of his Lord; Peter was 
set free, delivered for further service. This 
power of God was released through united 
prayer. Are we faithful unto death? Are 
we praying through for great deliverances? 


12. Peter saw Christ live the God-con- 
trolled life; then by God’s grace, Peter 
himself lived it, and by the Spirit Peter 
teaches it to us. Are we living in victory? 


The Heart of the Lessons 


Peter’s life story is the story of the grace 
of God transforming defeated Simon into 
victorious Peter. It is Peter who gives 
us that glorious name: “The God of all 
grace” (1 Pet. 5:10). He was in very 
truth the God of all grace to Peter in all 
of Peter’s failure and need. By grace he 
belonged to a godly family in Israel. By 
grace he followed John the Baptist. By 
grace he met the Lord. By grace he was 
called to discipleship, then to apostleship. 
By grace he made the Great Confession. 
By grace he was restored after his denial. 
By grace he was baptized by the Spirit. 
By grace he was led into God’s plan of 
salvation by grace for all the Gentiles. 
Peter is the one who speaks of “the mani- 
fold grace of God” (1 Pet. 4:10). He 
gives as the theme of his first letter “the 
true grace of God” (1 Pet. 5:12). The 
message of suffering and glory fills Peter’s 
letters, but it is the message of grace in 
the midst of suffering, and grace that leads 
to glory. Peter himself was a good stew- 
ard of the manifold grace of God. It is 
fitting that he should close his letters with 
the clarion call to grow in the grace and 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour. A 
divine commentary on Second Peter 3: 18 
is Second Corinthians 3:18, which points 
out the secret of growth: by the holding and 
reflecting as a mirror the glory of the 
Lord, we are transformed into his image, 
from glory to glory,—from one degree 
ef likeness to Christ to another, He was 
Peter from beginning to end—not John, 
nor Andrew, nor Paul; the same Peter — 
but oh, what a change! The same Lord 
and the same grace are ours.

The Busy Men's Review 
By William H. Ridgway 


Lesson 1.—Peter’s Conversion and Call 
(John 1: 29-42; Mark 1: 14-39). The les- 
son of. going after and bringing in the 
other fellow. Few Peters, perhaps, but 
anyone can be an Andrew and a Finder.’ 
A striking feature of Jesus’ ministry was 
his getting down where people live. “The 
Children’s Sermon” is the one we remem- 
ber. 


Lesson 2.—Peter’s Great Confession 
(Matt. 16: 13-28; Luke 9: 18-36; 1 Pet. 
2:5, 6). One thing Peter was not, “timid 
in action” and “infirm of purpose.” He 
was the type of man that comes to lead- 
ership in all walks of life. Our daily life 
consists in large part in noting our friends 
and acquaintances leaving us for another 
land and taking nothing with them, whether 
millionaires or the most-of-us. So, “what’s 
the use”! Christians do mysterious things 
because, like Paul, they hear voices “upon 
the mount.” 


Lesson 3.—Peter’s Lesson in’ Humble 
Service (John 13:1-17; 1 Pet. 5:5). In 
this lesson you were taken back to the 
barefoot days, and you again saw your 
mother setting you on a foot-washing job. 
But Jesus’ foot-washing was not that, but 
a lesson of getting down from your “high 
horse.” Humility and Grace were the 
topics for consideration. Here’s a defini- 
tion of grace that came in since I wrote 
the lesson. ‘“God’s mercy to the undeserv- 
ing.” 

Lesson 4.—Peter’s Denial (Mark 14: 
12-72). 
us are these, “I’ll never go back on you,” 
and to thousands of-us they have been just 
words, as were Peter’s. Yet, the sad fact 
remains that many of us, like Peter, “fol- 
low afar off.’ The world is full of all 
sorts of wrecks. Palaces and abbeys can 
be restored by the hand of men. Human 
wrecks by the hand of God alone. 

Lesson 5.—Peter’s Restoration (Mark 
16:7; John 20:1-10; 21: 1-23). “Come 
and dine,” the sweetest words that could 


Familiar words to thousands of - 
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possibly come to the poor disgraced Peter. 
Remember what Dr. Van Dyke said. about 
that wonderful breakfast.. The most par- 
ticular job in all the world is. that of 
“Feed my lambs.” The children in the 
home and Sunday school. For those who 
are diligent in this service Heaven has a 
rich reward, - Nothing less than an anti- 
dote for old grannyism, old fogyism, old 
fosilism, 


Lesson 6.—Peter Preaches at Pentecost 
(Acts 2). How easy and simple to step 
into eternal life. Only repent and believe. 
“Yes, my .boy, that’s all.” Yet with a 
barrel of fine apples in the cellar Old Mr. 
Original Sin would have us shin over the 
fence into Dick Strode’s orchard. No, all 
converts don’t “hold out,” but the world 
is still singing the Moody and Sankey 
hymns. The Old Lion is always “a layin’ 
fer” the stragglers. 


Lesson 7.—Peter Teaches Good Citizen- 
ship (Temperance Lesson) (1 Pet. 2: 11- 
17; 4:1-5). Good citizenship manifests 
itself in keeping all the laws. Men highly 
placed, by breaking the laws brazenly. and 
defiantly, have turned the country into a 
cesspool of crime. Up Town breaks the 
Fourth Commandment and Down Town 
breaks most of the rest. The mind of 
Jesus in men (see Sermon on the Mount) 
will solve all the problems of life, includ- 
ing the Drink problem. 


Lesson 8—Peter Heals a Lame Man 
(Acts 3:1 to 4:31). The poorest stuff 
in the world is often wealth, and the rich- 
est stuff in the world is always salvation. 
We do not have to be rich and placed 
high in order to be a great’ blessing to 
the world. The world’s greatest: bene+ 
factors have mostly been “silver and gold 
have I none” folks. The greatest “argu- 
ment” for Christianity is seen in the mul- 
titude of men with changed lives. “Ex- 
hibits,” as the lawyers. say. “There is 
only one salvation for the world. “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.” 


Lesson 9.—Peter Unmasks Falsehood 
and Hypocrisy (Acts 5: 1-42; 8: 4-25). 
There is a difference between real lies and 
“tall stories.” The first are the work of 
the Father of lies, and the other of the 
“imagination.” The first are harmful and 
the second entertaining, Liars and hypo- 
crites have always been in the church, just 
as money has been counterfeited, .but this 
has not hindered Christian progress any 
more than national progress. Of course 
you remember the object lesson of ginger 
cakes and quinine tablets! 

Lesson 10.—Peter Preaches to Gentiles 
(Acts 10:1 to 11:18; 15:6-11). One of 
the first things the early church was taught 
was that God is no respecter of persons. 
“Ail have sinned and come short.” Race 
prejudice is the most foolish of all antag- 
Onisms in this world, where all move 
toward the cemetery and sure to arrive if 
he tarries. We got out to Huntingdon 
Reformatory in this lesson where the 
“teachers” sat in high chairs with a club, 
and we got a look at the well “striped” 
Paul. 

Lesson 11.—Peter Delivered from 
Prison (Acts 12: 1-19). United prayer by 
a united Christian group. is a power that 
can and does move the Hand -of. Heaven. 
A power that sends angels to open: “prison” 
doors. But Heaven does nothing for any- 
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one that he can do for himself. The “angel” 
takes him: no farther than One. Street. 
Out Main and up the Avenue and around 
the corner we go on our own power. - This 
was the great lesson of this lesson. 


Lesson 12.—Peter Describes the Chris- 
tian Life (1 Pet. 3:8-18). “Say, mister, 
wot time’s it?” “Got a match!” are the 
almost daily evidence we get that good 
manners are not taught in families or 
schools in some parts of the country. Fewer 
fads and more courtesy would better equip 
for life’s battle. Few people teach last 
Sunday’s lesson on a review, but no better 
job is at hand than driving home the fact 
that Heaven is hard against the evil doer.

For Primary Teachers

AKE extra, special preparation for 

Review Sunday. A _ review lesson 
may be made an outstandingly unusual les- 
son, or it can be very dull. 

For this lesson, cut pieces of bright col- 
ored paper 2 inches wide and 6 inches long. 
Have several different colors. You will 
need 12 strips for each child. Type a les- 
son subject and Memory Verse on each 
slip, Take a threaded needle and string 
the strips, with the lessons in order from 
I to 12, putting the needle through about 
one inch from the right end, midway be- 
tween the two edges. Tie a loop in your 
thread on both sides of the cards, so the 


cards can be moved, the thread acting as’ 


a pin. Now spread your strips apart like 
a fan, Lesson 1 being first at the left, 
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and so on through the twelve lessons, past- 
ing the strips just a little along the edge 
to hold the fan together. These should 
be all made up, ready to give the children 
at the close of the lesson. 

To teach the lesson, draw a large fan 
on the blackboard, with the subject and 
memory verse of each lesson printed on the 


strips just as on your paper one. Recall . 


each lesson to their minds and have them 
say the Memory Verse. Use colored chalks. 
Remember always that children love color. 

If you are good enough at lettering, leave 
the fan on the board blank, until you teach 
the lessons. Print in each subject and 
Memory Verse as the children say them. 
This is far better than having it all fin- 
ished at first. Action helps hold the child’s 
attention. 

Give them the vivid colored fans to take 
home, praying that God will use his Word 
as you send it out to many non-Christian 
homes.

AY, fellows, for this review let us take 
two statements: one made by the Lord 
Jesus to Peter, and the other. made by 
Peter in his First Epistle, which is for 
all Christians. The first is. recorded in 
Luke 22:31, 32: “Simon, Simon, behold, 
Satan hath desired to have you, that he 
may sift you as wheat: but I have prayed 
for thee, that thy faith fail not: and when 
thou art converted, strengthen thy. breth- 
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ren.” The second statement is found in 1 
Peter 5:8, 9: “Be sober, be vigilant; be- 
cause your adversary the devil, as a roar- 
ing lion, walketh ‘about, seeking whom he 
may devour: whom resist stedfast. in the 
faith, knowing that the same afflictions are 
accomplished in your brethren that are in 
the world.” 


Let’s see if we can locate Satan with his 
sifter (or sieve) in each one of the quar- 
ter’s lessons, and it may be helpful to us 
in heeding Peter’s warning to us about 
“the adversary,” for Peter is well qualified 
to teach us. 


Lesson 1. The call to service. Peter 
forsook his nets and followed Jesus. Right 
then Satan began his active efforts to 
weaken Peter’s purpose. If there is one 
thing Satan wants to prevent, it is “fishing 
for men” for Jesus Christ. 


Lesson 2, Peter’s declaration to Jesus: 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of the liv- 
ing God’! Very soon after he said that, 
Peter was being used of Satan to tempt 
his Master, “Be it far from thee, Lord: 
this shall not be unto thee.” The Lord 
turned upon Peter and rebuked him as 
“Satan.” 


Lesson 3. Jesus started to wash Peter’s 
feet. “Thou shalt never wash my feet’! 
exclaimed Peter. The acts of Jesus should 
not be questioned. Satan would have us 
oppose his wisest judgments, 

Lesson 4. Peter denied his Lord in the 
one moment when he could have shown 
loyalty at its best. Satan had complete 
control that time. 


Lesson 5. Peter reinstated by the side 
of the lake. Even at this wonderful time 
for Peter, with his fresh commission, he 
must inquire about John, “Lord, and what 
shall this man do?” Satan is picking 
around to get Peter’s mind off the big 
business, The Lord rebuked him. 

Lesson 6. Peter at Pentecost. Here it 
seems that Satan is put to rout entirely 
for the time being, and Peter is surging 
with the power of the Holy Spirit. 

Lesson 7. Peter teaches Christian citi- 
zenship, and he names various ways in 
which Satan would make bad citizens — 
through “fleshly lusts, which war against 
the soul.” 

Lesson 8. Peter heals a lame man at 
the Temple gate. Satan uses the Sadducees, 
Annas, Caiaphas, John, and Alexander, to 
challenge Peter’s use of the name of Jesus, 

Lesson 9. Peter unmasks Ananias, and 
in doing so he unmasks Satan. “Ananias, 
why hath Satan filled thine heart to lie 
to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back part 
of the price of the land?” 

Lesson 10, Peter begins preaching to 
the Gentiles. Satan would have had Peter 
consider that it was an unclean thing to do 
in giving the Gospel to any but the Jews. 

Lesson 11. Peter escapes from prison. 
Herod, animated by -Satan, would have 
brought Peter out and had his head taken 
off to stop his testimony, but the Lord by 
his Holy Spirit intervened. 

Lesson 12, Peter exhorts to the Chris- 
tian life, and gives you and me the sov- 
ereign antidote for Satan: “And who. is 
he that will harm you, if ye be followers | 
of that which is good? ... Sanctify the 
Lord God in your hearts.”

Teacher Training Advancing 
By Robert C, McQuilkin, D.D. 


HE remarkable growth of the Evan- 

gelical Teacher Training Association in 
the first three years of its organization 
continues with even greater advances in 
this present year. The fourth annual meet- 
ing of the Association was held in Chi- 
cago, February 7, during Founders’ Week 
Conference at the Moody Bible Institute. 
Secretary Clarence H. Benson reported: 
“Since the last annual meeting»in May, 
the work of the Association has expanded 
nearly as widely as during the preceding 
three. years.” 

In the Association now there are 62 
Bible schools, colleges, and seminaries, ali 
of which give the Standard Teacher Train- 
_ ing Course of 430 hours, leading to the 
diploma of the Association. The present 
approximate enrollment in the Standard 
Training Course in these. institutions is 
4,000. In the Preliminary Training Course, 
of 72 hours, there is an approximate en- 
rollment of 3,000. 

hus far there have been awarded 646 
diplomas for the completion of the Stand- 
ard Course, 240 certificates for the com- 
pletion of the Preliminary Course, and 
2,742 certificates of credit for the completion 
of the separate units of the Preliminary 
Course. 
given by twelve of the schools. Pupils in 
Sunday school who study under those hold- 
ing a diploma or certificate of the Asso- 
ciation are now given special recognition, 
by the awarding of a pupil’s diploma of the 
Association, - ros 

One of the striking reports given at the 
meeting of the Association, that of Dr. 


Correspondence work is being 
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P. V. Jenness, of Denver, Colo., indicated 
the eager interest of many Sunday school 
teachers in securing training, and showed 
the possibilities of such training in every 
community. With a view to training 
teachers, several of the pastors in Denver 
met together and organized the Colorade 
School of the Bible, in September, 1934. 
For the first term of twelve weeks, there 
was an enrollment of no less than 238, 
and an average attendance of eighty per 
cent of the. enrollment. Classes were 
crowded out of the Evangelical Free 
Church, in which the first sessions were 
held, and for the second term the school 
was offered the use of the largest church 
building in Denver, the Central Presbyte- 
rian Church. -The enrollment for the. sec- 
ond term is exceeding that of the first. 
Over forty churches, of a dozen different 
denominations, are represented in the stu- 
dent body. 

Several representatives of the Teacher 
Training Association gave messages at the 
Founders’ Week Conference. One that 
attracted special attention was the report 
by the Rev. T. B. Chenault of the trans- 
formation that had come to his own Sun- 
day school and church, in LaSalle, Ill. 
through the introduction of the Preliminary 
Training Course. 

A similar experience is that of a pastor 
in Kansas, who recently wrote that his 
diploma from the Evangelical Teacher 
Training Association meant more in his 
community than his college degree, and 
his membership in honor societies, because 
his people could now secure the certificates 
for the Teacher Training Course. 

The work of the Association is now 
spreading into foreign lands. Its “Guides 
for Bible Study” are being translated into 
Korean for use in teacher training classes 
of the Presbyterian Church. All of the 
teacher training of the South African Na- 
tional Sunday School Association is now 
under the auspices of the E. T. T. A. The 
secretary is in correspondence with Bible 
institutes in England and Australia regard- 
ing membership,

church, However, neither of these con- 
ditions are normal or Scriptural. Why, 
then, should a believer be identified with 
and attend a church? There are a num- 
ber of good and Scriptural reasons, 

First, he cannot be obedient to God’s 
commands regarding “assembling of our- 
selves together,” and “exhorting one an- 
other” (Heb. 10:23-25). The _ Bible 
teaches plainly that Christians need each 
other. We need the encouragement and 
help of fellow Christians. We are to 
bear one another’s burdens (Gal. 6:2) and 
to “consider one another” (Heb. 10:24). 
Only through the church can we be obe- 
dient to these commands. 

we 

Then we need the instruction and com- 
fort of the teaching and preaching of the 
Scriptures, which the church affords. It 
is conceded, of course, that the Holy Spirit 
can and does teach us the Scriptures apart 
from the church. But he uses this chan- 
rel, generally, to bring us help and in- 
struction. We may be Christians outside 
the chtirch. But we can be better Chris- 
tians inside‘ ‘the church, and many will not 
be Christians at all without the help of 
the church. 

Then, most of us cannot obey God’s 
command to go into all the world and 
preach the Gospel to every creature (Mark 
16:15) except as we join together in this 
task, through the church. By _ united 
prayer, by concerted giving, and by send- 
ing those who can go, those of us who must 
stay at home can discharge this great re- 
sponsibility through our church. 

b 4 
We cannot obey our Lord’s command, 
“This do in remembrance of me” (Luke 
22:19), apart from the church. The ob- 
servance of the Lord’s Supper is the only 
feast or celebration specifically commanded 
by Christ. He said that if we love him 
we will obey his commandments (John 14: 
15). We cannot observe this feast apart 
from the church. " 

_Finally, if we are true followers of 
Christ, we will want to be like him. He 
attended the synagogue, the church of his 
day, regularly, “as his custom was” (Luke 
4:16). It was not perfect. There were 
some ‘hypocrites in it. Yet he went regu- 
larly. “And so will we if we love him. 
We will. share our church’s burdens, sup- 
port it, pray for it, work for it, and find 
in it our place of service,
